THE LAW OF BRIOTS,

Decislons of the Bapreme Codrt as to Those
Who Take Part in Riote—Right of Cor-
porulions to Protect Property by Foroe
of Arma,

Yestorday afterncon at the law library in
the Court House lawyers were engaged in
groups discossing the legal bearings of the
Homestead riote, One of them, who elsimed
to know wherein the Bupreme Court had
‘decided cases immediately pertinent to the
present affair, went to the library and un-
earthed the following decisions of the Bu-
preme Couri: The first decision was by
Justios Clark, and is fouud in the Beecond
Peonaylvania Law Journal Rsports on page
BL It relates to the question as to who are
the rioters, in view of the law, and s as
follows:

The second decision, brought down relates
immediately to the right of the Carnegie
Bteel Company to take into their mill armed
men who are not sworn officers of the law.

A special telegram to TaE DispATON
from Braddock says there may be some de-
termination on the part of mill workers at
Carnegie’s Bdgar Thomson works to unite
with the Homestead workmen in case of
farther trouble, but it was not on the sur.

However, it may be poasi-
ble, as one of the men eaid, it would take
but very little encouragement to enlist the
workmen in Carnegie’s Braddock and Du-
quesne mills in one army, fighting for one
principle—organized labor. ° F

BAD N0 CONFIDENCE IN THE SHERIFF

In an interview last evening with the
norrespondent of the Philadelphia Pross, Mr.
H. G Frick, Chairman of the Onrnegie Steel
Company, Limited, sald:

“The question at isste iaavery grave ona
It is whether the Carnegie ' Company or the
Amsigamated Association shall have sbao-
lute eontrol of our plant and business sd
Homestead,. We have decided, after nu-
merous fruitless eonferences with the Amal-
gaated officlals in the sttempt to amicably
adjust the existing difficulties, to operate
the plant ourselves. I ean say with
the greatest emphasis that under no cir
cumstances will we have any further dealings
with the Amalgamated Association ss au
erganisacion. This is final. The Edgar
Thomson works and our establishment sb
Duoquesne are both operated by workmen
who are not members of the Amalgamated
Association with the greatest satisfaction to
ourselves and to the unquestioned advan-
tage of our employes At both of thess
plants the work in every department goes
on uninterrupled; the men are not harrassed
by the interference of trade union officials,
and the hest evidence that their wages sre
satisfactory s shown in the faet that we
have never had a strike there since they
began working under our system of man-
agement.”

‘The Basis of the Difarsnoes.

““What was the basis of the differsnces ex-
isting at present between the Ournegie Com-
pany and thelr men, Mr, Friock?"”

“Theres were three polnts upon which we
differed. The skilled workmen in the Amal-
gamated Association work under what is
known as s sliding seale. As the pries of
steel advances the earnings of the men ad-
vanoe; as the prices fall thelr earnings de-
orease in proportlon. 'While there i1 no
limit to an advance of earnings on the scals,
there is & point at which the decline stops
1t is knowh as the minimum, and the figure
heretofore has been §25 per tom fox

4x4 Bessemer billeta. We believe that if th

earnings based on the selling price of steel
can advance without limit, the workmen
should be willing to follow the selling price
down to & reasonable minimum, and so
this figure was finally fized by the Carnegle
Company st the rate of $28 instead of $25
The reason for dsking this upon our part

was that the &l’n:fil Compiny has spent
Jlarge  sums money in @
introduction of new madhinery i
itsa.

which the workmen were enabled to inoreass
the daily output, thereby inereading t]:z
amount of their own earnings.
